Catches Fresh

A Montauk-based commercial fisherman 
is facing additional federal charges for his 
role in the alleged coverup of over-harvested 
fish after authorities said the fraud was more 
than triple than first thought. 

A federal grand jury had indicted Chris- 
topher Winkler on charges of conspiracy to 
commit mail fraud, to obstruct the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA) through the falsification of fishing 
logs, and to unlawfully frustrate NOAA's ef- 
forts at regulating federal fisheries. In a su- 
perceding indictment, he was accused of il- 


legally harvesting $850,000 worth of fish. He 
was initially charged with $240,000 worth of © 


fish fraud. 

His co-defendants, Bryan Gosman and Asa 
Gosman, pleaded guilty at Central Islip feder- 
al court in November to one felony count each 
of criminal conspiracy, and Bob Gosman Co. 
Inc., the federally licensed fish dealer also 
located in Montauk that they partially own, 
pleaded guilty to two counts of misdemeanor 
Lacey Act Fish Trafficking. 

The 61-year-old fishing captain Christo- 
pher Winkler, is going to trial after pleading 
not guilty to the charges. Federal prosecutors 
with the U.S. Attorney for the Eastern District 
of New York said Winkler, the captain of the 
boat New Age, went on more than 200 fishing 


trips in which he caught more fluke or black.

New East End 
Congressional 
District Map | 
Stretches to Nassau

The congressional district covering the East End 
would stretch into Nassau County under a map the 
New York State Legislature proposed amid the de- 
cennial redistricting that follows the census. 

New York’s First Congressional District currently 
includes all of the five Twin Forks towns and east- 
ern portions of the Town of Brookhaven. Under the 
proposed new map, southwestern communities in 
the Town of Southampton were carved out into the 
Second Congressional District and the First District 
stretches through parts of the towns of Smithtown, 
Islip, Babylon, Huntington and — across the county 
line — a chunk of Oyster Bay. ° 
“Court challenges to the plan, while possible, 
would be hard to win,” Jeffrey M. Wice, a senior fel- 
low at New York Law School and an expert on redis- 
tricting, writes for Dan’s Papers sister publication 
PoliticsNY.com “Any challenges brought in federal 


court wild be limited. to. sates equality and 
minority voting rights.” 

The state legislature produced the maps last 
month after the bipartisan Independent Redistrict- 
ing Commission, made up of an equal number of 
Democratic and Republican appointees intended — 
to prevent partisan gerrymandering — diluting or — 
packing of voters into certain districts to sway elec- 
tion results — could not agree on a combined map, 
and punted responsibility to state lawmakers. The 
Empire State lost one congressional seat,.as the cen- 
sus showed its population growth was smaller than 
that of other states. : 

This is the first time in nearly a century that — 
Democrats controlled both chambers of the state 
Legislature and the governor’s seat during the re- 
apportionment process.

The Suffolk County Legislature also must redraw 
its district lines. Democrats passed a new map on

Backing Mask Mandate 
Repeal Lawsuit —

- The Shoreham-Wading River School District was among 
eight school districts on Long Island to file court papers 
supporting a lawsuit that aims to repeal the New York 
State mask mandate, records show. 

-The East End school district joined what’s known as 
an amicus brief in support of the plaintiffs in the case. 


-The Appellate Division, Second Department in Brooklyn 


granted on January 31 a motion that keeps the school and 
public mask mandate in effect until March 2, when judges 


‘are scheduled to hear arguments on the legality of the 


state order meant to curb the spread of COVID-19 after af-. 
ter a Nassau County court judge struck down the statewide 
rules on January 25. 

The state’s arguments “do not contain any consideration 
regarding the negative impact daily mask wearing has on 
a child’s educational, social, emotional and physical devel- 
opment,” Nicholas Rigano, a Melville-based attorney rep- 


- resenting the schools in the case, wrote in the brief. “This 
* is an enormous oversight that the (schools) fear will have 


irreparable detrimental impacts on a generation.” 

The Nassau ruling was the result of a lawsuit brought 
by members of a group called Mandate for Freedom that 
is challenging the mask mandates. Nassau Judge Thomas 
Rademaker had ruled that Gov. Kathy Hochul overstepped 
her authority in imposing a rule that needed to have been 
passed by the state legislature.

. “Wearing a mask saves lives,” said New York Attorney 
General Letitia James, who is appealing the decision over- 
turning the rule.

Hochul had vowed to 
fight back and cheered the extension of the stay. 

“Mask regulations keep our schools and businesses safe 
and open, protect vulnerable New Yorkers, and are critical 
tools-as we work to get through this winter surge,” Hochul 
said. , 

The school mask mandate was issued on Hochul’s first 

-day in office in August, days before the fall semester 
started, and the rule requiring masks in public places was 
issued in December. The governor has since issued exten- 
sions of the public mask rule. 


Peconic Land Trust Protects 100-Acre Broad 
Cove From Development

After many years of conservation efforts and in the face 
of impending development, 100 acres on Flanders Bay in 
Aquebogue, next to Indian Island County Park, have been 
preserved for the “bargain sale price” of $11.5 million, ac- 
cording to the Peconic Land Trust. 

The nonprofit organization announced last week that it 
acquired Broad Cove, part of a former duck farm, and it 
will soon be available for passive recreation, such as hiking, 
walking and kayaking, while also providing climate change 
resiliency, wildlife habitat and water quality protection in 
the Peconic Bay Estuary. The property includes 25 acres of 
tidal wetlands and 8,000 feet of shoreline on Terry Creek 
and Broad Cove in Flanders Bay, as well upland woods and 
open fields. 

“We were fortunate that the seller was very interested in 
seeing a conservation outcome and willing to hold on while 
we were able to bring together the funding through the six 
lines of credit,” John v.H. Halsey, president of the Peconic 
Land Trust, told Behind The Hedges. 

In addition to the $11.5 million raised for the purchase, 
the trust also put aside $500,000 for carrying costs. While 


the parcel topped government acquisition lists for decades, 
there was a new sense of urgency due to a recent proposal 

to the Town of Riverhead to build a mixed-use resort there, 
as the area is zoned for Tourism/Resort Campus. 

The owner had received an offer from a resort developer 
but agreed to wait on signing the contract while the land 
trust worked toward conservation. 

The land trust was able to close the deal on December 31, 
2021. All existing buildings and structures on the property 
were removed before the closing. 

“Our family is thrilled with this outcome,” said Andreas 
Weisz, managing partner of Walo, LLC, the listed seller. 
His grandfather, Stanley Weisz, acquired the property 
more than 30 years ago. 

Flanders Bay is an embayment within the Peconic Es- 
tuary, an estuary of national significance. The property 
is located within the State-designated Peconic Pineland 
Maritime Reserve. It has been on every New York State 
Open Space Conservation Plan list since the first in 1992 
through the most recent in 2016, the land trust said. The 
state Department of Environmental Conservation has ex- 
pressed interest in partnering with the land trust to protect 
the area.

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Basketball’s 
Journey

he worst thing that could happen when I play 

basketball on the asphalt in front of our garage 
is that the ball gets away from me, bounces off down 
the driveway into the street, and then crosses the 
street to splash into the bay. 

I’ve often imagined it happening. I run down after 
it but have to stop short because of the traffic, then 
watch as two cars collide while swerving to avoid it, 
watch it bounce down across the boardwalk and.over 
the bulkhead to splash into Three Mile Harbor and 
be sucked out into Gardiner’s Bay and the world be- 
yond at the next low tide. 

This is not an ideal way to end a basketball game. 

And so, every time I play, which is most every day 
for half an hour, I carefully close the big wooden 
driveway gates before I start so if the ball gets by me, 
it bounces into the gates, stops there, and I can run 
over and retrieve it. 

As a result, during these last 10 years, the ball 
bouncing down the driveway never happens, except 
that back this past November, it did. The really odd 
thing is that yesterday, three months later, it came 
back. Look at the shape it was in when it 
returned in the two side-by-side ‘photos 
above. I am standing outside the closed 
gates holding a regular basketball in the 
first picture. In the second, I am holding 
the basketball that got away. It’s smaller. 
And all the writing on it is gone. 

Earlier yesterday, a sunny day, my wife, 
who took these two pictures, had spotted it. It 
sat in the grass to the side of our driveway where it 
meets the road. It’s completely open there. It’s not 
that it could have been there all this time. We’d have 
seen it. 

And so; Iam convinced that since I’ve played bas- 
ketball every day for so many years, whoever put it 
there knew where it belonged, either because they 
had seen or heard me playing the game from the 
street from time to time, or they were readers of this 
newspaper who had read in an occasional column 
about my daily basketball game. 

Where had it been? Out in the ocean and back? 
Picked up while bobbling in the bay by a passing mo- 
torboat passenger? Cavorting with a Russian fishing 
trawler captain? Nobody would know the answer 
to that question except the ball itself. And it wasn’t 
talking, at least for a while. 

It was like a note in a bottle. A cat that came back.

(We thought she was a goner.) “Oh the Places You'll 
Go!” as Dr. Seuss wrote. 

The truth was, I'd never seen it leave. But I did dis- 
cover it gone the next day. 

That day, wanting to play, I could not find the ball.

anywhere! Oh no! 

But then, suddenly, like a bolt out of the 
blue, I knew what had happened. On that

So I decided the next thing to do 
would be to walk to a smaller gate alongside the big- 
ger gates and from there, walk through to the drive- 
way, feel my way around the back of the car and into 
the driver’s seat, and turn off the headlights. And so 
I did that. After that, I got out of the car and, reach- 


ing in over the pickets, unlatched and opened the big 
gates so sometime later I could drive the car back up 
toward the garage. This inadvertently gave the ball 
the opportunity to tiptoe down the driveway, cross 
the street between cars, and plop into the bay, free 
at last!

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Unearthing Hard Truths: 
Archaeologists Study Afro- 


Indigenous Burial Ground 
at Sylvester Manor 


SYLVESTER MANOR FARM WORKER

Archaeologists are slowly unearthing the truth 
about slaves, free people of color and Native Ameri- 
cans who were buried generations ago in unmarked 
graves at Sylvester Manor Educational Farm; the 
former plantation on Shelter Island. 

Shane Weeks of the Shinnecock Indian Nation 
kicked off the survey last fall with a ceremony held 
at the manor’s cemetery, which is considered to be 
an ancestral burial ground of the Manhansett tribe 
that called Shelter Island their home for millen- 


nia before European settlers arrived. The site was 
later used to inter enslaved Africans brought to 
work at the plantation from the colonial era until 
1908, when a free woman of color became the last 
known person to be buried there. Now, the manor- 
turned nonprofit education center, local tribes and 
archaeologists are joining forces on a three-year 
study dubbed the Afro-Indigenous Burial Ground 
Partnership, which is billed as the first of its kind 
nationwide. 

“This project has the potential to be a model for 
archaeologists, historians and culturally significant 


sites around the nation,” said Stephen Searl, execu- 
tive director for Sylvester Manor, which has been 
the site of prior archeological digs. “This partner- 
ship will have a transformative impact not only on 
our ongoing archaeology work at Sylvester Manor 
but how we tell the history of this place, whose sto- 
ries we tell, and how we use this 235-acre property 
in the future.” 

While many believe that slavery was limited to 
Southern plantations from the nation’s founding 
in the 1600s until the Emancipation Proclamation 
in 1865, experts such as those at Sylvester Manor

are pulling back the curtain on the East End’s slave- 
owning past. Other efforts include the Southamp- 
ton African American Museum celebrating its first 
Black History Month since its long-awaited debut 
last June, the Village of Southampton working to 
establish the Pyrrhus Concer homestead to pay 
homage to the prominent free slave-turned whaler 
who called the community home in the 1800s, and 
the Plain Sight Project identifying slaves and free 
Blacks, as well as locating and preserve their burial 
grounds, habitations, and work sites in ee Hamp- 
ton’s historic district. 

- Sylvestor Manor was the first — and the larg- 
est — slave plantation on Long Island, but the fact 
that slaves, Native Americans and whites lives and 


worked alongside each other made it unlike its. 


Southern counterparts, experts say. It had begun 
in 1651 when Nathaniel Sylvester, an Englishman 
raised in Amsterdam, brought 24 slaves to work 
the land so he could provide for his brother’s sugar 


plantation in Barbados. He originally owned all - 


8,000 acres of Shelter Island. The manor is now the 
most intact slaveholding SS remnant north 
of Virginia. 

Interestingly, Sylvester and his wife Grizzel were 
Quakers — the first organized group of whites to 

voluntarily forswear slavery in the 18th century 
— but as cultural landscape historian and Gug- 
genheim Fellow Mac Griswold wrote in 2013’s The 
Manor: Three Centuries at a Slave Plantation on 
Long Island, that “does not seem to have made them 
sensitive to the plight of their slaves.” 

The Afro-Indigenous Burial Ground Partnership 
is partially funded by the National Trust for Histor- 
ic Preservation’s Hart Family Fund for Small Towns 
and a federal grant from the 400 Years of African 
American History Commission. It’s being conduct- 


ed in cooperation with the Shinnecock Tribal Na- 


tion Graves Protection Warrior Society, Honor Our 
Indigenous Ancestors Inc., the Unkechaug Nation 
who call the Poospatuck territory in Mastic home 
and descendants of other tribal people native to 
Long Island.

“Our histories have been a part of Shelter Island 
for millennia, and as such have been intertwined 
with Sylvester Manor since its establishment,” said 
Weeks, who is co-chair of the Shinnecock Nation 
Graves Protection Warrior Society. “Though our his- 
tories there speak in stories of slavery, displacement, 
desecration and many other atrocities, today the 
tides of long overdue healing and acknowledgment 
are here. ...

Perelman Sells Lily Pond Lane 
Estate for $84.5 Million

here is nothing like starting the year off with a 
big deal — and this one will surely still be at the 
top when 2022 draws to a close in 11 months. 

Ron Perelman, the embattled chairman and chief 
executive of MacAndrews & Forbes, which most no- 
tably oversees Revlon, has sold one of his two East 
Hampton estates for $84.5 million on January 6. 
The buyer was listed only as 153 LPL LLC. 

As Perelman faced major money troubles, the 
oceanfront property at 153 Lily Pond Lane went on 
the market with Sotheby's International Realty’s 
Harald Grant for $115 million over the 2021 summer. 
Photos of the 11,425-square-foot estate were not re- 
leased. By October, the listing was no longer active. 

Rumors have also been swirling since the start of 
the pandemic that he’is also looking to unload The 
Creeks, his Georgia Pond estate, but it is not official- 


ly on the market. Claudia Cohen, the gossip colum- 


nist and former editor of The New York Post’s Page 
Six and Perelman’s second wife, had owned the Lily 


-Pond Lane property. Perelman put it on the market 


in the face of “anlage ee troubles last year. She died in 
2007.. 


The last recorded deed transfer for the property, 


seemingly upon Perelman and Cohen’s divorce in 
1994, was for $3.75 million. 

A recent story in The New York Times outlined 
how the once-billionaire landed in financial hot 
water. It pointed to the $3 billion in loans taken 
out for Revlon to acquire Elizabeth Arden in 2016 
for $1.034 billion. Another MacAndrews & Forbes

sonal properties, trouble ensued for him when the 
pandemic hit.

Princeton Uni- 
versity, to which Mr. Perelman had pledged $65 mil- 
lion to go toward construction of a new residential 
college, announced in 2021 that the building would 
no longer be named in his honor when he failed to 
meet the original payment schedule.” 

Perelman also unloaded The Independent news- 
paper, which he bought in 2017, during a merger in 
2020 with Dan’s Papers, then owned by Manhattan 
Media, which later sold to current owner Schneps 
Media a few months later. 


4118.5 Million for Four Hamptons Properties Quietly 
Breaks 2021 Record, Lawsuit Follows

R eal estate deed transfers released last week re- 
vealed a major Hamptons deal that quietly 
closed right before the new year. 

Four trades composing one of the largest water- 
front compounds that exist on the South Fork sold 
for a combined $118.5 million — which makes it 
the second-highest trade in Hamptons. history. 
The combined off-market deal south-of- 
the-highway in Water Mill also cata- 
pults it to the top of the list of the 
priciest sales for 2021. 

The properties at 70C Cobb Road 
and 70B Cobb Road sold for $60 
million and $56.5 million respec- 
tively, while two vacant parcels at 
70A Cobb Road and a parcel without 
an exact address sold for $1 million 
each. All signs point toward a single buyer. 

The sellers, the deeds show, are garment moguls 
Arthur Rabin and his son, Jason Rabin. The elder 
Rabin founded Wear Me Apparel/Kids Headquar- 
ters, which creates merchandise for known brands 
such as Kenneth Cole, Timberland and Sketchers

few months ago, I interviewed 
Dick Hendrickson, a local farmer 
who gives the official numbers to the 
National Weather service about tem- 
perature, humidity and rainfall every 
morning from gauges he has in his 
“Dari eo . 
Hendrickson is old enough to re- 
member the Great Depression that 
ensued for a decade after the crash of 
’29. Unlike other parts of the country, 
the East End survived pretty good. 
There was no social security, food 


stamps or unemployment insurance 


then. Nevertheless, people with farms 
gave away meat, dairy and vegetables 
to others without. The town set up a 
clothing swap and also participated 
by giving jobs out to the unemployed. 
_The downturn may be pretty bad this 
time around, but it was nothing like 
the pain that was suffered through the 
1930s. 
One of the highlights of this inter- 
view involved a gypsy moth count. 
There was lots of woods out here. Un- 
~employed young men from elsewhere 
were sent out here on the railroad 
trains to do “work” on the East End, 
which was really sort of make-work. 
“The federal government ran the 
program. The men built a camp in the 
woods. There were about 50 of them. 
And their job was to count the gypsy 
moths and report back. And for this 
they got paid.a weekly check. They’d 
come into town on a bus they had out 
there and they'd buy stuff at the gro- 
ceries. Nice young men. At least it was 
something for them to do.” ~ 
This work, or non-work, brings to 
mind a new kind of job that people 
can have. It was reported on in New 
York Magazine last week. It helps the 
economy. People get paid for showing 
~ up somewhere.

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HOMES ON SAGAPONACK POND

5 Amat the rich down by the 
ocean want the town to send 
in the bulldozers and put sand on the 
beach to shore up their dunes, the lo- 
cals say, “Oh no, that raises our taxes. 
No fair.” And indeed it isn’t fair. 

The fact that the rich know this is 
true actually resulted in the forma- 
tion of a new village in the Hamptons, 
although not the one they intended. 

For the past 20 years, at an ever in- 
creasing rate, erosion has been biting 
at the dunes at the back of the ocean 
beach along a six-mile stretch from 


the Southampton Town line in the 
east to Water Mill in the west. 

The oceanfront residents of this 
community had tried for many years 
before that time to get the town to 
spend tens of millions of dollars to 
reinforce the dunes. Finally, in utter 
frustration about 10 years ago, they 
gave up and said, “Well, since the lo- 
cals are right, let’s make our own vil- 
lage.” They mapped out an impossibly 
ridiculous, pencil thin stretch of land 
that. was seven miles long and on av- 
erage two houses deep, encompassing 
the dunes, the oceanfront houses and 
the road behind them for the whole 
seven miles. This would be the Village 
of Dunehampton. Why not? 

Well, because there were three 


unincorporated hamlets in South- 
ampton that run down to the beach 
in these areas. Three had school 
districts, one had a fire department, 
all had post offices, and all of them 
ran from a short distance north of 
the Montauk Highway all the way 
down to the ocean. They were, and 
are, Sagaponack, Bridgehampton 
and Water Mill. If the new village 
of Dunehampton were successfully 
formed — and all the people living 
in this ridiculous area had to do to’ 
make that happen was have a pe- 
tition approved by Southampton 
Town and vote in the majority for it 
— it would chop off the crown jewel 
of these communities, Jandlock 
them, and, at the whim of the rich, 


could even lead to extremely limited 
access for only the slightly less rich 
in the three hamlets or any other 
outsiders. 

What to do? There seemed only one 
way to stop this and that would be to 
incorporate at least one of the three 
hamlets before Dunehampton could. 
This would strike a dagger through 
the heart of those rebellious ocean- 
fronters. Leaders of the Bridge- 
hampton community met to consid- 
er incorporating. If Bridgehampton 
incorporated, the proposed Dune- 
hampton would be split in two, with 
one part to the east (Sagaponack) and 
one part to the west. That would end 
it. But the leaders of the Sagaponack 
community also considered incorpo-

rating. In the end, Bridgehampton 
backed away. Let Sagaponack do it. 
Indeed, Sagaponack, as they thought 
about it further, warmed up to the 
idea. Indeed, maybe this is a pretty 
good idea after all. In the end, they 
voted 285 to 11, almost unanimously, 
to create their village. They now have 
a mayor and a village hall and even 
village zoning laws in many cases 
different from town law. It’s been a 
big success. However, it did not do 
anything to solve the problem of the 
sea lapping at the foundations of the 
homes of the rich on the ocean. 

Last spring, a majority of these 
oceanfront residents petitioned 
Southampton Town to allow them 
to create a separate tax district. 
They'd use this tax district to pay an 
estimated $24 million themselves 
to shore up their oceanfront homes 
with sand. Southampton didn’t ob- 
ject, although as it turns out, these 
entities will have to vote approval as 
well, and as their part, it will cost $3 
million. 

The cost.of this, per property down 
at the ocean, would range from just 
over $1,000 to $200,000. Per prop-

cost might be about 0.00054 per 
dollar of taxable value per year. Is it 
worth it to keep the rich in town and 
to bolster the community? Probably. 
But will it work? In the past, a single 
vicious storm can tear out a million 
tons of sand overnight. That could 
be the fate of this attempt. Here to- 
day, gone tomorrow. After that, what 
will happen. There are 141 proper- 
ties in this district. The next step 
might be to armor the beach with 
jetties as was done years ago on a 
four-mile stretch of the Dune Road 
peninsula in Westhampton. There, 
the 16 jetties, at quarter-mile in- 
tervals, extend along the beach for 
three miles of oceanfront and today, 
40 years later, the beach from dune 
to ocean there is as wide as two foot- 
ball fields. 

The seas will rise higher and high- 
er because of global warming and 
the rest of Long Island may go un- 
derwater, but these 250 oceanfront 
homes, condominiums and beach 
clubs with their jetties out front, will 
remain, steadfast, safe and sound.

RF, the Animal Rescue Fund in 
ast Hampton unveiled a new 
logo this month. A picture of it ac- 
companies this story. It replaces the 
old logo, which for the moment I do 
not recall, (and which is probably why 
they wanted a new one.) The new logo 
is snappy, uplifting and seen from 
certain angles, bears a slight resem- 
blance to the shape of the state of West 
Virginia. Look at it further though, 
and you see what it really is — a proud 
silhouette of a dog looking right and, 
in front of him, the silhouette of a 
proud cat looking the other way. 


This is the first time ARF has made 
a logo that includes a cat. Indeed, 
you can adopt a cat there, too. Truth 
is, though, ARF is best known as a 
kennel where stray dogs are brought 
in and kept healthy until someone 
adopts them. As many as 10 thousand 
dogs and cats have brought joy to 
happy families during the 25 years of 
ARF’s existence. 

I think, though, in thinking this 
through, the people at ARF have made 
a very basic, although understandable 
mistake with this new logo. And I 
think it’s a common mistake. 

Think Coca-Cola. You see the bot- 
tle, don’t you, you can treasure its 
rich dark color, love the flavor, hear it 
hiss when you open it, hear it fizz as it 
trickles over ice in your glass. 


Coca-Cola has been embedded in 
our minds as a really neat soft drink. 
It could even be the official soft drink 
of America. Certainly it is the most 
publicized drink in America. 

What you don’t think about, however, 
is what Coca-Cola really means. Coca 
is a bean about the size of a peanut that 
the drink is made from. Cola stands for 
cocaine, which is no longer in the drink, 
but which was originally in all drinks 
that called themselves “colas.” That was 
maybe 100 years ago. 

So what I’m imagining-is the Board 
of Directors of ARF sitting around 
discussing what kind of new logo they 
should approve and not thinking for 
a minute what ARF exactly means. 
There are so many people involved 
with ARF, lots of supporters, lots of

employees, lots of people on the Board 
of Directors. They say the word ARF 
all the time. Everybody knows what it 
means. ARF is to the Hamptons what 
Coca-Cola is to the nation. It needs no 
explanation. 

“We should put an image of a cat on 
the logo somewhere,” someone must 
have said. “ARF stands for cats, too. 
We don’t want to forget our cats.” 

“Hear, hear,’ somebody with an 
English accent on the board says, 
stating his assent. “By Jove.” Well, ’'m 
making this comment. up, actually, 
but I think you get the picture. 

So here we are, with a dog and a cat 
logo and the word ARF. I dare say, 
(dare I) that many people are going to 
wonder how a cat got into something 
called ARF. Through a window per- 
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haps. Or maybe in the dog door. 
But no matter. ARF it is. 


Tf I were at that meeting, which I 


was not because I am not on their 
board (I am a serial adopter of ARF 
dogs these past 25 years.

_ I suppose I would be briskly told 
that ARF stands for Animal Rescue 
.Fund and cats are animals, too. To 
which I would reply, “WOOF,” and 
then leave the meeting. 

WOOF as in Wizened Old Obstrep- 
erous Felines, I would mumble on my 
way up the aisle to the door. 

Now this is not the first time that 


ARF has been in the headlines trying - 


to secure its image. There is the mat- 

ter of Linda Scott, a matter which I 

suspect they would rather have swept 

~ under the rug, or picked up in a bag- 
gie and thrown in the trash before I 
tell about it. 

Well, here goes. 

ARF is on Daniel’s Hole Road, a dei 
that begins on the Montauk Highway 
and winds its way through the woods 
past the entrance to ARF and then 
shortly thereafter past the entrance to 
the East Hampton Airport. 

- One day, about 20 years ago, 
somebody at ARF, probably Sonny 
Schotland who ran the place back 
then, got this idea that Linda Scott, 
a well-known artist in these parts, 
should be commissioned to create a 
great archway sculpture that could 


straddle the private driveway of ARF .

“Stargazer,” she told me (and I had

the driveway at ARF. She had de- 
signed it, she had spent her money 


_ building it, and now ARF didn’t want 


ecm 
Frankly, when she told me the size 
of this sculpture — 30 feet high — it. 
caused me to forget whether she ei- 
ther had already put it up and now 
they wanted it taken down or she was 
about to put it up and now they told 
her not to bring it, but in either case, 
she was now stuck with it. 
I asked the obvious question. Why, 


after asking you to make this, are _ 


they telling you they don’t want it? 

“It’s not them that object to it. It’s 
the East Hampton Town Board which 
owns the airport next door. They told 
ARF they wouldn't approve it. Their 
problem with it was that it was so 
tall it could possibly interfere with 
low flying planes: At the very least, 
it would distract pilots trying to land 
there. It was sorry, no go. 

“What do I do?” she moaned. 

The end result of all of this came 


about due to the generosity of the 


Manorville sod farmer who said he 


‘would welcome “Stargazer” 


on his 
property alongside where Manorville 
Road passes by. And so it is there. 
Maintenance of it, by the way, has 
been taken over for several years by 
the Hampton Jitney, whose coach 
busses pass by it about 20 times a day, 
their drivers and attendants ferrying 
passengers in safety and comfort be- 
tween the Hamptons and New York 
City. 

You drive by. “Well, we’re ay, 
the Hamptons.” 

Or you drive by the other way. “Bye 
bye Hamptons.” 


Is it a deer reaching to eat a yummy 
leaf high up on a tree? Is it a token 
animal staring at the stars? Well it’s 
“Stargazer.” And you can indeed gaze 
at a lot of stars in the Hamptons. Alec 
Baldwin, Christie Brinkley, Steven 
Spielberg, Madonna. 

Hooray for all the people who come 
to rescue all the dogs and cats at the 
Animal Rescue Fund. And hooray 
for “Stargazer” and Linda Scott, 
whose sculpture — in faint outline in 
my mind — still straddles the entry 
driveway of ARF every time I drive up 
there.

M ajor League Baseball has been 
in existence since Abner Dou- 
bleday thought it up 126 years ago. 
There’s a Baseball Hall of Fame in 
Cooperstown. 

The annual Artists-Writers Soft- 
ball Game in the Hamptons is about 
to celebrate its 65th year. There is no 
Artists-Writers Softball Hall of Fame 
in the Hamptons. But there should be. 
The game is joined on a sandlot ball- 
field diamond behind the Waldbaum’s 
Supermarket on Newtown Lane in 
East Hampton on the second Saturday 
in August for all these generations. 

I had breakfast at Danny’s Fairway 
Café in Sagaponack a few months 
ago with Leif Hope, who is commis- 


sioner of this annual event (and also 
the coach of the Artists), and we dis- 
cussed briefly the idea of: creating 
some sort of Hall of Fame out here. It 
could house baseball bats, programs, 
t-shirts and photographs of some of 
the participants who, over the years 
have included Willem de Kooning, Ab- 
bie Hoffman, Bill Clinton, Paul Simon, 
Carl Ichan, E.L. Doctorow, George 
Plimpton and maybe 100 other promi- 
nent people. I thought of a number of 
commercial buildings, mostly in Pan- 
tigo near Town Hall, that are currently 
vacant and for sale or rent. One of 
them, originally the Wei Fun Chinese 
Restaurant, would be a perfect spot 
for it. 

As a kind of example of what this 
would look like, I asked Leif if he re- 
membered the old Billy’s Triple Crown 
Bar in Bridgehampton and he said he 
did. This was a bar and restaurant 


on Main Street in that town owned 
by Billy DePetris, who, years earlier, 
had been a high school classmate of 
the famous baseball slugger Carl Yaz- 
stremski. Carl, the son of a Bridge- 
hampton potato farmer, had won the 
Triple Crown in professional baseball 
— highest batting average, most runs 
batted in and most home runs all in 
the same year, for the Boston Red 
Sox — and before that had been the 
pitcher on an undefeated Bridgehamp- 
ton High School softball team in the 
1950s. Billy had been the catcher. 
After Carl became famous during 
his career at the Boston Red Sox — 
there was no other winner of the Tri- 
ple Crown again until this year when 
Miguel Cabrera won it — Billy began 
collecting memorabilia from his pal’s 
career. Framed on the walls of this 
restaurant were newspaper clippings 
both from local papers and national 


papers, photographs, Carl's glove, 
several bats, spikes, fan letters, even 
a letter inviting Carl to tryouts for the 
Brooklyn Dodgers. (He preferred the 
Red Sox.) Also on the wall, by the way, 
were numerous photos of Carl with 
Billy, including one where they were 
each seventeen years old and Carl was 
on the mound and Billy behind the 
plate. 

Leif told me to try to develop this 
idea. We could rent a space. Maybe 
later, we could raise money and buy a 
space. 

The next day, I called Ben Krapin- 
ski, the owner of the former Wei Fun 
building in Pantigo and asked him 
if it could be rented for a long period — 
of time as an Artists-Writers Hall of 
Fame and he said no, he was only in- 
terested in selling it. 

I didn’t think anything further of it 
after that. 
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And then, last week,.it was an- 
nounced by the marketing director 
‘for the game, Debbie McEneaney, that 
largely through Leif’s efforts, Guild 
Hall in East Hampton would be hold- 
ing a one month long exhibit next June 
and July of photographs, souvenirs, 
programs, t-shirts, caps, bats and 


newspaper clippings about the Artists- ~ 


Writers Softball Game. People were 
asked to call her if they had any such 
material and she would.turn it over to 


Guild Hall when the time came. I gave 


her some of the photos I took, one of 
which includes James Jones (author 
of From Here to Eternity) lounging 
- in the grass between the third base 
and home during a game in the early 
1970s, smoking a cigar. 
The Artists-Writers Game was 
founded on the back lawn of the home 
of Wilfred Zogbaum in Springs in 1942 


_ as part of a picnic for several artists. 
and writers. I’ve been writing about * 


it since 1968. It’s a wonderful annual 
affair. 

Things I remember: 

Eugene McCarthy, the senator from 
Wisconsin and former presidential 
candidate, playing first base in 1972 
with a split in the back of his’ pants 
that nobody wanted to tell him about. 

I recall singer Paul Simon leaping 
high up against the left field fence to 
catch a ball and coming down on the 
spikes of the fence, fortunately with- 
out serious injury.

| Rabie have been asking me what- 
ever happened to that story about 
Werewolf Path? I had written about it 
several times this summer. There was 
a conflict with the Southampton Town 
Trustees about it. Back in the 1970s, I 
drew a map of the Hamptons in which 
I indicated the names of every known 
road.in the Hamptons. It was.a fold up 
map, the kind you keep in your car. I 
printed it up in editions of 20,000 
a year, gave it away free in stacks in 
stores, and paid for it by selling ads to 
merchants that ran in a border around 
it every year. 

There’s nothing unique about mak- 
ing maps like this to give ‘away in 
resort communities. But there was 
something unique about this map. At 
the time I drew the first edition of it, 
in 1970, there were many roads that 
were just dirt roads without names. I 
put them in my map, indicating they 
were dirt by drawing them with dotted 
lines, but then, without hesitation, I 
named them. 

Most of these names — they were 
all odd names such as Jeep’s Folly or 
Lost Cow’s Journey — went by the 
wayside as these dirt roads got paved 
and named officially by those that 
created them. But one of them stuck. 
Werewolf Path is today a paved road 
identified in Hagstrom’s Maps, online 
on cellphones that use Google Maps, 
and though it is not the most creative 
of my names, the fact that it has sur- 
vived is something I am very proud 
of. It is a dead end road that goes off 
Noyac Path in the Deerfield section of 
Water Mill. You could look it up. 

The reason I have: been asked about 
this these days, and intend therefore 
to give an answer here, is that over the 
summer I learned that Werewolf Path 
has not officially been accepted. In- 
deed, as I learned, the Southampton 
Town Trustees insist that this road is 
called Old Sag Harbor Road. And, the 
secretary/treasurer of the Trustees, 
Fred Havemeyer, told me that since 
I'd brought it up, the Trustees could 
discuss passing an official designa- 
tion reconfirming its name as Old Sag 
Harbor Road on the upcoming Friday. 
This resulted in my having staff use 
magic marker to create a poster for 
me that was supposed to read SAVE 
WEREWOLF PATH which I would, 
and did, carry back and forth in front

of Town Hall on the morning that was 
supposed to happen. (Unfortunately, 
the sign was misspelled WERWEOLF 
PATH, a fact which went unnoticed un- 
til it was published in this newspaper 
the following week. We publish it again 


” here.) 


Also unfortunately, or should I say, 
fortunately, the Town Trustees on that 
morning did not pass any resolution. It 
was never proposed. As Mr. Havemeyer 
told me later, me and Hagstrom’s and 
Google and others were welcome to 
continue to call it Werewolf Path. They 
would continue to call it Old Sag Har- 
bor Road. The fact was, he said, there 
were many roads in the town that have 
an official name and another name and 
sometimes if the second name attains 
legendary status, the Town Trustees 
will follow suit, although they would 
not this time. 

“Why not?” L asked him. “The name I 
gave it has become a legend.” 

He was apparently talking about leg- 
endary names from the 17th century. 
My name is a legend only since the 
20th century. 

Well, I thought, time will tell. 

And so THAT, which I never did 
report in any follow-up in this news- 
paper, is what happened, or didn’t hap- 
pen to the status of Werewolf Path, the 
only thing in the Hamptons I have ever 
named that might actually stick. 

Since this failure on the part of the 
Trustees to drop ball, I should report, 
the new iPhone 5 came out with its 
new Apple Map software. Apple Map 


software also calls this road Werewolf 
Path. We are on the march. 

I might note that there is at least one 
road I can think of that is just aching to 
bear some legendary name. The reason 


is because although it has a name, it is- 


a lousy name. Also because this same 
road was, because it has a lousy name, 
recently given an even lousier name. 
That name has never stuck either. 

I refer, of course, to what today is 
known as, for lack of any better name, 
County Road 39, in Southampton, 


where, presently, there resides the of-. 


fices of Dan’s Papers. 

There are so many roads with so 
many interesting names out here. Fly- 
ing Point Road. Abrahams Path. Gin 
Lane. Jobs Lane. Highway Behind the 
Pond. In 1952, in order to hasten the 
traffic that was going through South- 
ampton for destinations east in Bridge- 
hampton, East Hampton and Mon- 
tauk, the county built a road that went 
through a potato field to loop around 
Southampton Village called “South- 
ampton Bypass.” When it was origi- 
nally built, there was really nothing ex- 
cept the bare road. No traffic lights, no 
buildings, nothing. So indeed, it was a 
quick bypass around Southampton. 

Over the years, however, this road 
got so built up with traffic lights and 
businesses that “Southampton By- 
pass” really was an inadequate name 
for it. It took as long to get through as 
going through downtown. Indeed, to- 
day, it has more traffic lights at more 
intersections than are downtown. It 


needed a new name. ; 

But there was none. The only other 
thing that was attached to it was the 
bureaucratic name the suits at the 
county gave to it when they ordered 
it built, a name which they thought 
would be replaced by some real name 
when the time came. Thus the road be- 
came known by its bureaucratic name 
“County Road 39.” Businesses along 
it, which include the Hampton Jitney, 
Buzz Chew Chevrolet, Strong Motors, 
Suffolk Lighting, Burger King and the 
aforementioned Dan’s Papers, now 
have on their stationary their street 


- address and then the words “County 


Road 39.” 

Five years ago, our County Leg- 
islator, Jay Schneidermen, aware of 
the rather broken down situation on, 
ahem, County Road 39, decided to re- 


‘name the road for a prominent South- 


ampton politician. This could have 
been a very good thing. Had that poli- 
tician been named Ebenezer Hildreth, 
the 17th century colonial ‘magistrate, 
people would, I think be calling it Eb- 
enezer Hildreth Road today. 

Well, the road got named after the 
very well liked behind-the-scenes 
Republican politician in town who re- 
cently passed away named Schwenck. 
The road now bears street signs. They 
read Edwin M. “Buzz” Schwenk Me- 
morial Highway. So everybody still 
calls the road County Road 39.

Recipe: K Pasa’s Cheeseburger Empanada by Aene Reyes Castillo 


Prep time: 45 minutes 


Dancdtente: 

1 teaspoon of olive oil 

1 cup of red onion, finely chopped 

1 garlic clove, crushed and diced 

8 oz of ground beef (lean is preferred) 

1 cup of cheddar cheese, grated 

1 teaspoon of Worcestershire 

2 tablespoons of ketchup 

1 egg : 
1 pack of Goya empanada dough discs (preferred 
for the home cook) 


Directions: 

1. Add olive oil to a heated skillet, then add the 
diced red onion, and cook for 5 minutes until soft, 
then add the garlic. 

2. Add the ground beef to the skillet and cook 
for an additional 8—10 minutes until the meat is 


thoroushiy cooked. 

3. Transfer the mixture into a mixing bowl and 
cool in the fridge and chill for 20-25 minutes. 

4. Once the meat is cool, mix in the grated 
cheese, Worcestershire and ketchup, and season to 
taste with salt and pepper. 

- 5. If youre looking to add a kick of spice, add a 
tablespoon of K Pasa Red hot sauce, which is avail- 
able for purchase in store, or add any regular tradi- 
tional hot sauce to the mixture.

2019 Channing Daughters 


Rosso Fresco

t’s cold outside. And one of the best things about 

the cold weather, for many Long Islanders, is the 
East End’s lovely red wines, like the 2019 Channing 
Daughters Rosso Fresco. 

One sip and you'll wish you had this wine on tap. 
Really. The sadness one feels having reached the 
bottom of the bottle is palpable. 

Let’s start with the nose. The aroma is intoxi- 
cating with notes of fresh cherry and leather. The 
mouth feel is rich while remaining sophisticated. 
The palate is layered and structured, with bright 
fruit and a bold substantial base. The notes of fresh 
cherry and licorice blend elegantly. 

Created by winemaker James Christopher Tracy 
who says, “Rosso Fresco is meant to be an easygoing 
red blend whose varieties and proportions change 
with each vintage. Gulpable and delicious, our Ros- 
so Fresco works on its own and is easily pairable 
with diverse foods. Rosso Fresco is a fun, fresh red 
that over-delivers!” 

Over-delivers is an understatement. 


Have snooty Bordeaux-lover friends? Pour them 
a glass of this wine and watch their reaction. It’s 
been said that American wine can lean towards be- 
ing over-oaked and over-ripe. This wine is neither. 
While, of course, this wine is not a true Bordeaux, 
as that must be from the Bordeaux region, this wine 
primarily comprises three of the five noble grapes: 
75% merlot, 12% petit verdot, 6% cabernet Franc. 
Also present is 4% dornfelder and 3% syrah. The 
2019 Rosso Fresco is made from hand-harvested 
grapes from both the North and the South Forks. 
The wine spent six months in stainless steel tanks 
and a few older oak barrels before bottling. 

This wine pairs as easily with pastas as it does 
with filet mignon, pizza or barbecue. However, it 
doesn’t need food. It drinks wonderfully on its own 
and is a balm after a stressful day. 

Need a gift for a red wine lover or even a red wine 
snob? The artwork on the bottle is starkly beautiful 
and repeats on the cork. Combine that with the mag- 
ic inside, no one will ever know you only spent $23.

Heart Health Tips for Women 


Wo Valentine’s Day fast ap- 
proaching, our attention is 


turned toward matters of the heart 
— but not the most important one. 
While romance is important, heart 
health is a vital aspect of overall well- 
ness and is woefully overlooked, es- 
pecially among females. Many wom- 
en don’t know the symptoms of heart 
disease when they appear, because 
they’re different and more subtle than 
the symptoms commonly recognized 
in men. 

According to the Mayo Clinic, heart 
disease affects women of all ages and 
the symptoms can be somewhat silent 
or not what many women may nor- 
mally associate with heart disease. 
The most common heart attack symp- 
tom in females is a type of pain or dis- 
comfort in the chest, though it is pos- 
sible to have a heart attack without 
first sensing chest pain. Women may 
also experience seemingly unrelated 
symptoms such as nausea, vomiting, 
sweating, unusual fatigue, abdominal 
discomfort or lightheadedness. Rec- 
ognizing these symptoms can help 


women get early treatment that may 
save their lives. 

This Valentine’s Day, make a prom- 
ise to yourself that you'll prioritize 
your heart health. The U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration offers the fol- 
lowing advice to women looking to do 
just that. 


A HEART-FRIENDLY DIET 

Thanks to food labels, it’s easier 
than ever for women to follow heart- 
healthy diets. When examining. la- 
bels, look for foods that are low in 
sodium and sugar. When planning 
meals, avoid foods that are high in 
trans fats. 

In 2015, the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration ruled that trans fats 
were not recognized as safe for use in 
human foods and gave manufactur- 
ers three years to remove them from 
their products. The Cleveland Clinic 
advises consumers to check labels for 
“partially hydrogenated oils,” which 
are a hidden source of trans fats. In 
addition, the Cleveland Clinic notes 
that foods such as cakes, pies, cook- 


ies, biscuits, microwavable breakfast 
sandwiches and many types of crack- 
ers contain trans fats. 


- HIGH-RISK CONDITIONS 


Certain conditions can increase a 


woman’s risk for heart disease. While 
women may not be able to turn back 


the clocks and prevent these condi- 


tions from developing, they can take 


them for the serious threat they are . 


and do their best to manage them. 
High blood pressure, diabetes and 
high cholesterol can increase a wom- 
an’s risk for heart disease. Take medi- 
cations. as directed, monitor blood 
sugar levels if you have diabetes and 
routinely have your blood pressure 
and cholesterol tested to ensure any 
preexisting conditions are not in- 
creasing your risk for heart disease. 


ASPIRIN INTAKE | 

The Food and Drug Administration 
notes that many physicians prescribe 
aspirin to lower patients’ risk of heart 
disease, clot-related strokes and oth- 
er problems related to cardiovascular 


disease. However, there are risks as- 
sociated with long-term aspirin use, 
and such risks should be discussed 
with a physician. 

According to the FDA, bleeding in 
the stomach, bleeding in the brain, 
kidney failure and certain types of 
stroke are some of the potential side 
effects of long-term aspirin use. Such 
side effects may never appear, but the 
risk that they might makes discuss- 
ing the pros and cons of aspirin well 
worth it.

How to Talk to Your Kids About Heart Disease 


ou or your partner has just been 
diagnosed with heart disease. 
How will you tell your kids? 

First, realize that this will not be 
one conversation — it will be a series 
of conversations, says Dr. Jennifer 
Connor-Smith, a clinical psycholo- 
gist based in Portland, OR. Prepare 
what you want to say and end the 
conversation with an open-door 
policy. Also, make sure to get started 
sooner rather than later. 

“It is easy for parents to get hung 
up on the possibility that they might 
say something wrong, and then end 
up putting off the conversation,” 
Connor-Smith says. “It is important 
to know that not quite the perfect 
thing said with love and:good inten- 
tions is better than a conversation 
that never happens.” 

Here’s how to get started. 


PICK A GOOD TIME 

When is your child most receptive 
to serious conversation? Right be- 
fore bed? On a car ride? On a walk 
around the neighborhood? Connor- 


Smith recommends thinking care- 
fully about the best time to have a 
conversation before launching in. 


GIVE INFORMATION PIECE 
BY PIECE 

Not all kids will jump to the “are 
you going to die?” conversation. 
Some of them will have more prac- 
tical questions. They may want to 
see a model of a heart to understand 
what is happening. Others will want 
to know if your disease means a can- 
cellation of next week’s vacation. Let 
out information slowly and then wait 
for questions to come. “When chil- 
dren ask questions, ask them to tell 


you what they are thinking about or - 


if they have a special worry on their 
mind at the moment,” she recom- 
mends. “The more information you 
can get from them, the better you 
will understand what they are think- 


” 


ing. 


EXPLAIN IT’S NOT THEIR 
FAULT 


Since some children may blame 


themselves for a parent’s disease, it 
is important to be clear about their 
lack of fault. “Younger children may 
worry that they caused your heart 
disease because they may have said, 
‘TI hate you’ in the .past when they 
were angry,’ says Connor-Smith. 
“Make sure to tell them that the dis- 
ease is not their fault and that there 
are things you can do to make things 
better, like exercising and eating 
healthy.” ie 


MAKE THEM FEEL SECURE 
Negative health news can cause 
children to worry about a change in 
daily routine, notes Connor-Smith. 
Abate these fears by explaining what

day-to-day changes to expect and 
how long they will last — from who 
will pick them up at school when you 
are at a doctor’s appointment, to who 
will pack their favorite lunch. “This 
is a great place to accept help from 
friends,” she says. “If they offer, ask 
them to help pack lunches and pick 
up your kids from sports practices. 
It will help your children cope if you 
can keep their routines in order.” 


DON’T TALK ABOUT YOUR 
CONCERNS 

According to Connor-Smith, the 
biggest mistake parents can make 
is to share their personal concerns 
with their children, for example, 
the financial cost of treatment and 
how it will affect one’s profession. 
She says, “Those things need to stay 
adult concerns. They should not be 
shared with children; they will only 
make the child feel more anxious 
and helpless.”

FACTS: 


1. On average, 3 women are killed by 
a current or former intimate partner 
each day in the United States. 

2. Approximately 1.3 million wom- 
en are physically assaulted by an 
intimate partner annually in the U.S. 

3. Approximately 64% of the women 
who report being raped, physically as- 
saulted, and/or stalked since age 18 were vic- 
timized by a current or former partner. 

4. 25% of high school girls in the U.S. have been 
physically or sexually abused by a dating partner. 

5. The divorce rate for first marriages is 48%. 

6. The divorce rate for second marriages is 67%. 

7. The divorce rate for third marriages is 73%.

If we haven’t been taught what 
ingredients go into a healthy relationship, and if 
we rely on misleading portrayals of love in movies, 
television and popular music, how can we expect 
people to be able to make healthy choices about 
their relationships? The reality i is gr we can’t and 
we don’t. 

Many people believe that the best way to build 
stronger families is to attack the barriers keeping 
people from achieving their full potential. Issues 
like poverty, racism, sexism and unemployment are 
often cited as primary reasons for the breakdown of 
relationships. And although these are contributing 
factors to marital and family strife, removing these

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HarborFrost Returns to Light Up Sag 
Harbor with Ice and Fire 


FIREWORKS FROM THE WORLD-FAMOUS GRUCCI FAMILY EXPLODE SPECTACULARLY 


OVER LONG WHARF DURING A PREVIOUS HARBORFROST.

Sow annual HarborFrost festival, 
Sag Harbor Village’s answer to the 
winter blues, returns after its obliga- 
tory COVID-19 hiatus to shine its light 
ever brighter during this cold, dark 
time of year. 

Founded by the Sag Harbor Cham- 
ber of Commerce in 2011, HarborFrost 
has become a cherished village tradi- 
tion highlighting three key elements 
each year: fire, ice and fun. Now in its 
11th incarnation, familiar attractions 
return, new outdoor events have been 
added, and the community is eagerly 
anticipating their chance to safely 
commune on Saturday, February 5, 
1-6 p.m. 

While hosting large events is espe- 
cially difficult in this “new normal,” 
the path to HarborFrost was paved by 
its warm-weather counterpart, Har- 
borFest, which returned after a year 
off in September 2021. The bigger of 
the two events, HarborFest went off 
without a hitch — no negative feed- 
back nor reports of guests feeling un- 
safe in the new fully-outdoor format. 

“HarborFest was a little bit of a big- 
ger decision, in some ways, because 
more of the events are not so easy to be 
socially distanced, and it’s also a time 
of year when it’s more crowded out 
here,” says Ellen Dioguardi, president 
of the Sag Harbor Chamber of Com- 
merce. “That helped with the hurdle 
of deciding to do HarborFrost. But we 
did seale back what normally would be 
going on.” 


One such method of scaling back is 
the removal of restaurant events. and 
dining specials as part of the official 
HarborFrost - schedule. “We usually 
would have the restaurants promoting 
a little bit more — specials and having 


-more of a dining theme to it,” Dioguar- 


di explains. “We opted not to go down 
that road this year. And we didn’t do 
the live music inside any venues, which 
also used to be done and would be pro- 
moted by the Sag Harbor American 
Music Festival. We kept it so that ev- 
erything would be outdoors.” 

In discussing this new direction, 
Kelly Dodds, president of the Sag Har- 
bor American Music Festival, suggest- 
ed the festival’s newest headliner: “Sag 
Harbor’s own DJ Twilo,” as Dioguardi 
describes her. Hot off her cameo on 
Sex and the City sequel And Just Like 
That..., DJ Twilo is hosting an outdoor 
dance party in John Steinbeck Water- 
front Park. The epic show, scheduled 
4-5 p.m., is being presented by the 
music festival, so it’s sure to match the 
high-caliber fun and intensity the fes- 
tival is know for. 

“That’s something that might turn out 
being a new favorite,” Dioguardi says of 
this promising addition to HarborFrost. 

Looking at HarborFrost’s impres- 
sive 2022 schedule, one might confuse 
ZIMA! for the festival’s second new 
addition, but, in fact, this fascinating 
theatrical scavenger hunt from the 
Neo-Political Cowgirls is a returning 
favorite that hasn’t been seen at Har- 
borFrost for six or so years. Looking 
through past events for something

“more entertaining and more varied,” 
Dioguardi and the HarborFrost plan- 
ning committee rediscovered this gem 
that had already proven to be a hit as 
an outdoor attraction. This year’s ren- 
dition will celebrate the poetic nature 
of this season of cold and darkness, im- 
mersing audiences in hidden vignettes 
of wildly costumed storytellers. At- 
tendees who arrive in groups will be 
given a map and then embark on their 
journey from the Main and Madison 
streets’ Civil War Memorial at set 
15-minute intervals: 1 p.m., 1:15 p.m. 
and 1:30 p.m. Each adventure is open 
to all ages and takes approximately 45 
minutes to one hour to complete. The 
suggested donation is $20 per group. 
So there’s plenty of fun scheduled, 
but where’s the ice? Where’s the fire? 
As any Sag Harbor resident could 
explain, the ice comes to HarborFrost 
courtesy of Rich Daly, owner of Ice 
Melodies and Guinness World Records 
2013's fastest ice carver in the world. 
He'll once again be performing a live 
carving demonstration where he'll 
transform basic ice blocks into a grand 
ice sculpture that will dazzle onlookers. 
“The kids really love that — love 
watching it, love seeing how it’s done 
— and I think the adults do, too,” Dio- 
guardi says of the ice carving demon- 


stration, which runs 2:30-—4 p.m. in > 


Steinbeck Park. 

The village will also be packed with 
smaller ice sculptures. purchased from 
Ice Melodies by numerous Sag Har- 
bor Chamber businesses. These will 
appear on the sidewalks in front of 
their respective businesses or, for the 
non-village and non-brick-and-mortar 
businesses, in Steinbeck Park. With 27. 
ice sculptures purchased by the end of 
January, the highest number in Harbor- 
Frost history, the planning committee 
felt inspired to do something special to 
mark the occasion. Thus, a photo con- 


test was created that tasks attendees 


with finding and photographing each 
of the mini ice sculptures, posting the 


photos on a public social media account . 
and tagging the Sag Harbor Chamber . 


and each business represented. Those 
who find, photograph and post all 27 ice 
sculptures will be entered for a chance 
to win fabulous prizes. 

“We had a really resounding response 
to (this year’s ice sculpture purchases), 
so we decided to do this little contest,”

Dioguardi explains. “We just sort of 
came up with it when we realized that 
we were selling over the number that we 
normally had sold.” 

As for the festival's fire fix, things will 
begin to heat up at Windmill Beach at 
5:15 p.m. There, fire juggler Keith Leaf 
and fire dancers The Fiery Sensations 
will perform their hot, hot show as the 
sun begins to set. Once the night falls 
at 5:45 p.m., the dark Sag Harbor sky 
will be set ablaze by the Grucci family’s 
world-famous fireworks show above the 


-harbor and Long Wharf. 


“I am a big fireworks fan, as long 
as it’s done far enough away from any 
of my dogs so they don’t get upset,” 


‘Dioguardi shares. “It’s just beautiful. 


There's nothing, for me, like fireworks 
in the winter when the weather's right 
and the lights are glistening off the 
snow.” : 

With so much fun, ice and fire stuffed 
into a single day, HarborFrost 2022 
looks to be a much-needed chance to 
safely come together as a community to 
celebrate the unmatched charm of Sag 
Harbor and spread a sense of hopeful 
optimism throughout the East End. 

“This year is about giving people a 
sense of optimism that things are not 
all shut down, that we can still gather 
safely, that there’s a light at the end 
of the tunnel, so to speak,” Dioguardi 
says, noting that HarborFrost’s goal 
is not to fundraise for the Chamber. 
“This. actually costs us quite a bit of 
money, but it’s worth it, not only be- 
cause it brings people to the village 
— and hopefully they'll shop and dine, 


‘ etcetera — but also to provide a sense 


of community and positivity. It is light 
and hope in the middle of a dark time 
of year, always.”

Shine Camp Founder and Director on 
Shining Year Round in the Hamptons

hine, it’s such a happy word. And 

for those familiar with Shine pop- 
up classes, private parties and creative 
camp for kids, the name fits — especial- 
ly after speaking with its exuberant and 
dedicated founder and director Aaron 
Goldschmidt. 

“T always wanted to have a kids’ busi- 
ness called ‘Shine, and there’s a whole 
philosophy behind that,” says Gold- 
schmidt. “Within every child is a light, 
and our job is to help them shine.” 

This summer will mark the ninth 
season of Shine Hamptons camp. Not 
only has Goldschmidt created and 
brought Shine NYC out east — the pri- 
marily mobile, pop-up arts-based busi- 
ness has been offering small, custom- 
ized classes, parties and creative camp 
options for children ages 6 months to 
12 years old since 2004 — but he has 
deepened Shine’s roots on the East 
End by investing in a permanent space: 
Shine Studio in Bridgehampton. 

Shine Studio, located on the Bridge- 
hampton-Sag Harbor Turnpike (previ- 
ously home to The Rainbow School pre- 
school), opened softly and quietly this 
past fall, as Goldschmidt put finishing 
touches on renovations to the space. It 
boasts three large indoor studios, an 
outdoor play area with a classroom and 
a stage and direct access to the Long 
Pond Greenbelt trails. 

The new studio space means Shine 
Hamptons now has a home base; the 
move also signals Goldschmidt’s com- 
mitment to having a year-round pres- 
ence out east and enhances his original 
vision for Shine Hamptons. 

“In 2012, when I first started coming 
out here, I saw a real need for the kind

of programming that I create out here,” 
explains Goldschmidt, who lives in Sag 
Harbor. 

“At the time, there weren't a lot of 
small camps and your only camp op- 
tions were the three big ones. ... There 
was nothing that spoke to a different 
kind of kid, someone that wanted a 
smaller program ... a more intimate ex- 
perience — and I really wanted to start 
that,” he explains. 

His philosophy and execution seem 
to be working. 

“Shine has grown over the years — 
every year it gets bigger and more pop- 
ular — but we kind of keep it on the ‘DL’ 
because I only take 30, up to 40 kids,” 
Goldschmidt says, adding, “It’s not a 
huge camp. We don’t bus kids around, 
that’s not really our vibe, but we really 
tap into what I love most about the East 
End.” 

Tapping into the local flora, fauna, 
the history, the art, artists and “all the 
craftsmanship that comes out of the 
East End of Long Island” matters to 
him and factors into the programming. 


A typical day. at Shine involves art, 


- arts and crafts and nature exploraton. 


On Tuesdays, Goldschmidt brings in 
arts specialists. The Wednesday work- 
shops feature a local artisan. Field trips 
to the South Fork Natural History Mu- 
seum offer studies and walks specific to 
the East End, he says. 

“This past summer, we made some 
movies, we brought in a filmmaker — 
we spent the day shooting a movie at 
LongHouse which was really cool,” 
notes Goldschmidt. “We also give kids 
a chance if they just want to sit around 
to make bracelets for four hours, that’s 
cool, too — because it’s summer and 
camp. We want kids to feel like they can 
make some choices.” 

Shine camp runs nine. weeks Guly 
5—September 2), and though you. can 
register anywhere from one-—five days 
a week and one—nine weeks, Gold- 
schmidt says he tries to build in a little 
bit of flexibility and concierge-type 
scheduling. 

“Not every kid wants to go five days; 
not every parent wants to send. their 
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kids to camp five days a week, and we 
try to give people the option of creat- 
ing a schedule that works best for their 
families ... and that’s what makes us a 
little bit different, too, being off the ra- 
dar,” says Goldschmidt. 

He credits his theater background 
and ensemble-based acting training 
(Goldschmidt graduated from NYU’s 
Tisch School of the Arts with a major in 


acting and a minor in child psychology) 


for helping him to creatively pivot his 
business during tough times. - 

“I feel very fortunate. ... I’m a small 
business owner and it’s very scary dur- 
ing the pandemic. But I will say that 
people with kids always need some- 
thing for their kids. It’s a business that 
will exist. because people will do what- 
ever they can for their children.” 

. With the new Shine Studio space, 
he can offer Saturday classes, holiday, 
winter and spring break camps and 
year-round classes to a growing clien- 
tele of families spending more time, or 
relocating, out east. He says the sum- 
mer camp will operate three days a 
week from Shine Studio, one day a week 
from LongHouse (“I have a great rela- 
tionship with them and it’s awesome 
to be there for a full day of camp”), and 
one day for a field trip. 

Ask Goldschmidt what the most sat- 
isfying part of his job is, and his voice 
literally lights up with enthusiasm. 

“T love it when I see that I’ve actively 
helped build up a kid’s self-esteem and 
competence. ... I love when I see a kid 
who was resistant to something at first 
completely kind of do a 180 and get 
into something because of how we have 
been able to set it up and relate to that 
kid. I love it when the kid teaches me 
something about the world or myself. 
I just love my work with kids, and if I 
could do that all day, every day, I would 
be the happiest person in the world.”

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Former Lobsterman Stanley

tanley J. Dykovitz died at 100 
years old on January 22 at Pecon- 
ic Bay Medical Center in Riverhead.

Though 
he never could understand Face- 
book, he mastered sending emails 
and making FaceTime calls to keep 
in touch with family and friends, 
an impressive feat for someone in 
his 90s. He loved Carvel, even if he 
always made a mess when the ice 
cream dripped down the cone, and 
you could always count on him to fin- 
ish up any extra food left on the table 
after a holiday dinner so you didn’t 
have to pack up leftovers. Though he 
lived to be 100, it still feels like he is 
gone too soon and he will be sorely 
missed by everyone who knew and 
loved him.

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Home and Fire Safety Tips to Follow This Winter 


gl meets wants to believe a cata- 
strophic event like a fire can hap- 
pen to them, but home fires affect tens 
of thousands of families every year. Ac- 
cording to the National Fire Protection 
Association (NFPA), home fires occur 
more in the winter than during any 
other season. As temperatures drop, it’s 
important to take proper steps to ensure 
your family and home are protected. 
“Fire kills an estimated 4,000 Ameri- 
cans every year,” the Southampton Fire 
Department says on its website. “Anoth- 
er 30,000 people are seriously injured 
by fire each year. Property damage from 
fire costs us at least $11.2 billion yearly. 
Most fire victims feel that a fire would

TEST, MAINTAIN AND REPLACE 
Correct smoke alarm placement, 
regular maintenance and alarm re- 
placement are essential parts of a com- 
prehensive fire safety plan. Once alarms 
are installed on every level and in every 
bedroom, test them regularly, change 
the batteries every six months if battery- 
powered and be sure all alarms have a 
battery backup if hardwired. If you can’t 


think of when you last installed your 
smoke alarms, chances are it’s time to 
replace them. Smoke alarms don’t last 
forever and need to be replaced at least 
every 10 years. When it’s time to replace 
your alarms, install alarms with a 10- 
year sealed battery that eliminates late- 
night battery chirps and battery replace- 
ments for a decade. 


PLAN AND PRACTICE YOUR 
ESCAPE PLAN 

Installing smoke alarms is step one, 
but knowing what to do when they go 
off is vital to your home safety plan. 
Involve everybody in your household 
when developing an emergency escape 
plan. Collectively identify two exits out 
of each room, including windows and 
doors, and set a dedicated meeting spot 


outside. Once outside, call 911. Be sure . 


to practice your escape plan with your 

entire family at least twice a year. 
“When developing an escape plan, it’s 

important to prioritize escaping, leaving 


all personal belongings behind,”. says 


Ashley Gocken, a home safety expert 
with First Alert, a leader in residential 


fire safety. “The planning process helps - 


families practice how to safely evacuate 


children, pets and anyone in the house- 


hold needing special assistance.” 


IDENTIFY YOUR EXIT 

Doors are a great way to gauge the 
closeness of a fire. Before opening a 
door, feel the doorknob or higher with 
the back of your hand. If it’s hot, or 
smoke is coming around the door, leave 
it closed and use your second way out. 
If you open a door, do it slowly and be 
ready to shut it quickly if heavy smoke or 
fire is present. If you can’t get out, cover 
vents and cracks around the door with 
clothing, towels or newspapers to keep 
smoke out. Call 911, stay where you are 
and signal for help at the window with a 
light-colored cloth or flashlight. 


STAY LOW’ 


If you encounter smoke while es- 
caping from a fire, consider using an 


alternate route. Smoke and poisonous 


gases collect first along the ceiling, so 
if you must escape through smoke, 
crawl on your hands and knees and 
keep your head 12 to 24 inches above 
the floor. 


‘CLOSE WINDOWS AND DOORS 


Before bed or when leaving home, al- 
ways close windows and doors as a pre- 
ventative measure. This. is important 


‘because oxygen allows fires to continue 


to grow. Closing windows and doors 
holds back the radiating heat of fire for 
a short period. If a fire breaks out when 
you are home, focus on your escape 
plan, not closing doors. This allows you 
a better chance to get free and can im- 


prove otherwise untenable conditions.

One of NY’s Most Effective GOP Leaders is in Suffolk

B y anyone’s account, Democrats 
were routed in the 2021 elections. 
Both locally and nationwide, Novem- 
ber’s elections saw a surge of Repub- 
licans elected, as motivated voters 
turned out in record numbers to sup- 
port GOP candidates. 

Long Island, which is largely con- 
sidered a bellwether on the nation’s 
political mood, was the epicenter of 
the nation’s “red wave” and a man who 
helped turn the tide is Jesse Garcia, 
chairman of the Suffolk County GOP. 
He’s one of New York State’s most ef- 
fective Republican leaders. 

Garcia was elected chairman of the 
Suffolk County Republican Committee 
in 2019. Already a fixture in the Long 
Island political landscape after serving 
for over a decade as the chairman of the 
Brookhaven GOP, Garcia’s unanimous 
election to the post helped bolster the 
Republican movement countywide. In 
his second local election as chairman, 
his carefully selected slate of candi- 
dates returned Republican control to 
the Suffolk County Legislature and 
elected a tough-on-crime Republican 
to the District Attorney’s Office. 

Now, combine those successes with 
the 2020 cycle, where Suffolk bucked 
national trends, with Republicans 
electing three New York State Sena- 
tors, re-electing U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin 
(R-Shirley), sending U.S. Rep. Andrew 
Garbarino (R-Sayville) to Congress 
to replace longtime Rep. Peter King, 
and re-electing an entire slate of GOP 
State Assembly members. Suffolk was 
also the most populous county in the 
nation to vote for former President 
Donald Trump’s unsuccessful bid for 
re-election. 

Needless to say, in large part due to 
Chairman Garcia’s finger on the pulse, 
Republicans are on a roll in Suffolk. 
Garcia's gains have been the subject of 
much political discussions, as Demo- 
crats and Republicans alike gear up 
for midterms and a 2024 presidential 
race. Veteran Democratic operative 
and brainchild of the campaign that 
elected former President Bill Clinton, 
James Carville, in an interview with 
PBS, even referenced Long Island 
while delivering a post-mortem on Re- 
publicans’ success nationwide. 

“Look at Long Island ... I mean, this 


‘defund the police’ lunacy, this ‘take 


Abraham Lincoln’s name off schools.’ I 
mean — people see that,” Carville was 
quoted as saying. 

In an unusual agreement between a 
Republican power player and Demo- 
crat operative Carville, Garcia says 
that he is exactly right. 

“We spoke directly to the voters 
about the issues that were important 
to them: Safety in their communities, 
the affordability of living here on Long 
Island and the end of one-party rule,” 
Garcia says. “We continued to discuss 
that we are the party and candidates 
of individual freedoms as opposed to 
government-issued mandates.” . 

He continues, “Long Islanders are 
diverse. It is diverse in demographics. 
It’s blue collar, small business, well- 
educated voters, with a strong sense 
of entrepreneurialism. Also, diversity 
in ethnicity and race. As Republicans 
in Suffolk County, we speak to a full 
spectrum of voters across the country.” 

Garcia adds, “This committee would 
not be as successful without the hard- 
working committee members ‘who 
have bought into our aggressive, grass- 
roots approach to campaigning.” 

Garcia, a three-decade _ political 
veteran who has worked in myriad ca- 
pacities — including as GOP campaign 


manager, chief of staff to the Town 
of Brookhaven and chief of staff to- 


former Congressman Felix Grucci — 
wears many hats. He still serves as the 
Republican Chairman of Brookhaven, 
being: first elected in 2007, and has 
recently been named the New York 
State Republican Committee’s Down 
State Vice Chairman. He is the first 
Hispanic-American to serve as the 
Brookhaven Town and Suffolk Repub- 
lican Chairman. 

And now, Garcia has his sights set 
on 2022, with the chance to elect one 
of Brookhaven and Suffolk’s own as 
governor. ; 

The 2022 Republican presumptive 
nominee is Zeldin, who has received 
Garcia’s endorsement and support 
in securing dozens of the state’s larg- 
est county committee endorsements 
from Buffalo to Nassau, Zeldin’s base 
has grown significantly, as has his na- 
tional profile, since his first election 
to Congress in 2014 to represent New 
York’s First Congressional District, 
which includes the East End.

“I approached my partner in Nassau 
County in Joe Cairo and encouraged 
him to join into a partnership, in com- 
ing out early in support of Congress- 
man Zeldin’s gubernatorial bid,” says 
Garcia. “Zeldin has now secured 90% 
of the state’s electoral votes.” 


During his tenure as county party. 


leader, Garcia and Cairo have worked 
together on a variety of state and fed- 
eral races and state party matters. He 
is doing all within his power to en- 
sure that Zeldin’s message reaches the 
state’s voters hungry for change and a 
new direction in Suffolk and statewide. 

“Zeldin has demonstrated the abil- 
ity to build bridges for the residents he 
serves,” Garcia says. “This state is at a 
crossroads where average New Yorkers 
and taxpayers are under the thumb of 
a one-party rule, totalitarian govern- 
ment. Lee has the vision, the plan and 
the record of accomplishments that is 
needed to save New York.” 

Politics and how to start a political 
movement is in Garcia’s blood. His 
father, also a Brookhaven Republican 


Executive Committee member, helped — 


Chairman Garcia learn the inner- 
workings of politics at a young age, 
priming him for the success we are 
seeing today. 

“Freedom and liberty are very dear

to my father’s heart,” Garcia recalls. 
“He defected from a Communist Cuba 
to raise a family here and earn his part 
of the American dream. I remember 
going door to door, collecting signa- 
“tures, going to rallies, all in support of 
Republican candidates for office.” 

This, he says, is a major part of his 
father’s legacy. He died in December of 
2000. 

Now, it seems, he is doing the same 
with his son, J. Alex, whose love for 
country and patriotism has led him to 
join the U.S. Naval Sea Cadet Corps in 
his teens, while attending a local high 
school. 

“It warms my heart to see how J. 
Alex has embraced patriotism and ser- 
vice to our great nation. Some of my 
proudest moments have been those . 
opportunities in which my son has 
introduced me at various fundraisers 
and events, and sharing these election 
night victories with him. 

“Tt’s important for me to share with 
him the behind-the-scenes work in 
these elections,” Garcia says. “He and 
my family have sacrificed a lot. I want 
to savor those moments with him.”
